The 
co n tract cannot be let until after Sep­ 
tem ber 1st. 
T he details of construc­ 
tion and a rran g em en t of the building 
have been agreed on after conference

Nagle and Prof. Brown. 
W hen com­ 
pleted and equipped th e stru ctu re will 
cost $65,000, the am ount appropriated 
for this purpose by the T h irtieth Leg­ 
islature.

of electrical 
engineering,

T hese are the laws th at the organs ■ 
of monopoly and the agents of cor- J 
porate greed are seeking 
to strike 
down. 
lf the people suffer them to 
have their will the people deserve to 
be hew ers of wood and draw ers of 
water.

T he brute had half an h o u r’s start. 
The child was horribly beaten about 
the head and left In an unconscious 
condition. 
Her condition Is critical. 
The child was hunting a stray horse 
and the crime was com mitted within a 
few hundred yard* of her home. 
Officers have a general description 
of the negro ami every inch of the 
territory ner the scene of the crime 
is being searched.

An Ordinance Entitled on and Regu­ 


lating Running at Large of Dogs. 


Be It O rdained by City Council, City 
of Bryan: 
Section I. T h at it shall be unlawful 
for tho ow in i of any dog to poi nut 
such dog to run at largo within tin 
corporate lim its of th e city of Bryan 
during the m onths of June, July and 
August unless such dog shall have en 
a muzzle sufficient to keep said dog 
from biting. 
Sec. 2. 
T h a t any person violating 
the preceding article of this ordinance 
shall be deem ed guilty of m isd em ean ­ 
or, and, upon conviction, shall be fined 
in any sum not loss than one nor m ore 
than one hundred dollars; providing, 
however, th at city atto rn ey may dis­ 
m iss prosecution ag ain st person for 
violating this ordinance 
upon 
their 
payment of their Im pounding fee h e re ­ 
inafter allowed th e city m arsh al and 
costs of such prosecution. 
Bec. 3. 
That It shall be the duty of 
the city m arshal or som e one depu 
tlzed by him to take up aud lmitound 
all dogs found running at large in vio­ 
lation of this ordinance, and safely 
keep such dog for a period of forty- 
eight hours, and use diligence to as 
certain the owner of sam e. If owner o* 
such dog cannot be ascertained, and 
no person uppcars and claim s such dog 
and pays the Impounding fee, within 
forty-eight hours after such dog is so 
impounded, then It shall be presumed 
that such dog is of no value to the 
owner, and it shall be the duty of the 
city m arshal or som e one appointed 
for the purpose, to kill such dog in a 
manner deem ed m ost practical. 
Sec. 4, 
For every dog impounded 
the city m arshal shall be entitled to 
an imiMuinding fee of one dollar, to be 
paid by the owner of such 
dog 
im ­ 
pounded, and the further sum of tw en­ 
ty five ten ts for every dog killed in 
com pliance with this ordinance; and 
all fees collected by the masehal are 
to be applied by him to the paym ent 
of expenses Incurred in taking up and 
impounding such dog. 
Sec. 5. 
This ordinance shall take 
effect at once after publication.
